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Advancing Railway Program 


NNOUNCEMENT by Premier Ben- 
nett that Pacific Great Eastern Rail- 
way contracts will be let next spring to 
bridge the Fraser River and carry the 
roadbed of the provincially owned line 65 
miles northward towards a junction point 
that would serve either northwest or 
northeast extensions later is evidence that 
the government means business on its 
railway program. Favorable conditions 
experienced in the Squamish-Vancouver 
terminal link, where costs have been held 
to a reasonable “figure, and the current 
stimulus offered to the coast province by 
marked outside interest in the develop- 
ment of the Yukon and northern areas 
of B.C. no doubt influenced the decision 
to quicken the pace of the program. The 
announcement is also an indication that 
the province is satisfied with the existing 
state of its revenues, otherwise retrench- 
ment even on loan projects might have 
been invoked. 
In this move the administration is 
following the letter of the program it laid 


before the electors for the extension of 
the PGE into Vancouver and northward 
from Prince George to link up with the 
Peace River. The project was stressed 
again as a main element in the govern- 
ment's statement of its intentions in the 
last Speech from the Throne. So there 
has been no surprise about it. The fact 
that the government is contemplating a 
speed-up of rail development probably 
means that it has found the going favor- 
able and extension costs within estimates. 
Premier Bennett was careful to ex- 
plain that the northerly point of advance 
to Red Rocky Creek is still some distance 
south of the natural junction from which 
the railway could.be taken either on into 
Iberta through one of the alternative 
passes in the Rockies; or northwest into 
the Yukon, as part of a separate and 
larger project, The future of British 
Columbia’s northern section has not yet 
fully crystallized. In this current step 
the province is playing it safely by ad- 
hering to a route common to both north- 
past and northwest developments,
